velerans were supposed to spend on 
college textbooks, or the 52-20 Club 
— $20 a week paid for as long as you 
could manage to stay unemployed in a 
booming economy, or for 52 weeks, 
whichever came first.

If you 
take carly retirement, benefits are 
reduced five-ninths of one percent for 
cach month before age 65. 

Although your benefit will always 
be reduced if you retire early, your 
Payments may be increased when you 
reach age 65 if you worked anytime 
after beginning to receive Social 
Security benefits. You'll get credit for 
cach month in which you did not 
receive a benefit payment because your 
carnings exceeded Social Security's 
earnings limit 

If you retire carly, you won't be 
cligible for Medicare until you are 65. 
Because you will be receiving Social 
Security benefits, you will ausomati- 
cally be enrolled in Medicare. About 
Uwee months before your 65th birth- 
day, you should receive your Medicare 
catd. If you don’t, call the toll-free 
number (1-800-772-1213) a bee us 
know. Your automatic enrollment will 
include both Part A (hospital 
insurance) and Part B (medical 
insurance). Part A coverage is free; 
however, you must pay a monthly 
premium for Part B. You have the 
opuon to decline Part B coverage. 
And if you reach 65 and don't retire, 
remember to inquire about Medicare 
— it’s not automatic if you don’t get 
Social Security.

make the individual as self-sufficient 
as possible,” said Kenneth Craven, 
director of the Midland County FIA. 

Craven said the program promotes 
money management, but also pushes 
recipients to get part-time, and even- 
tually full-time jobs. “Anything we 
could do to further enhance employ- 
ment is a win-win situation,” he said.

Out program for luxury items like 
shrimp, soft drinks and birthday cake. 

However, Craven said people on 
this program shouldn't be singled out 
for buying products available to other 
consumers. “Keep in mind that these 
people are working,” he said. “They 
could easily be using their earned 
dollars.” 

Food stamp “achievers” say the 
program keeps them from being 
stigmatized when they shop. 

“It’s not embarrassing to go shop- 
ping anymore,” said Shute. “I appre- 
ciate food stamps and needed them, 
but I like this program beter.” 


Although he 
doesn’t attribute it all to the cash-out 
program, he said about 160 people 
receive cash instead of food stamps in 
the Crawford-Otsego area. 

Craven said about 350 people in the 
Midland area are in the program.

At the Crawford AuSable Schools 
Board of Education mecting, the board 
voted to create a limited open forum 
for the schoot district unul the No- 
vember board meeting. 

At the November meeting it will be 
decided if the school will remain as a 
limited open forum or change to a 
closed forum for the remainder of the 
school year, 

A limited open forum is defined as 


non-curricular student groups are al- 


lowed to use school facilities to con- 
duct mectings before or after school. 

The limited open forum law requires 
that student organizations may use 
school facilities if: meetings are vol- 
untary and student initiated; the school 
does not sponsor the mecting; school 
employces are present at religiously 
oricnted meetings only in a non-par- 
ticipatory capacity; the mecting docs 
nol interfere with educational activi- 
lies; and non-school persons may not 
direct, conduct, control or regularly 
attend activities of the student groups. 

If a limited open forum is estab- 
lished the schools cannot prohibit one

group from meeting and allow another 
to mect. 

A closed forum prohibits the use of 
school faciliues by any group at any 
time. 

The discussion at the board meeting 
was the result of two groups meeting 
at Grayling High School - a Bible 
study and a fly-fishing group. 

Board trustee Jim McMillan stated 
that the groups are positive things for 
the students and they should not be 
prohibited. 

Board member Brian Banda re- 
quested that the board create a closed 
forum until the November meeting 
when building administrators would 
develop criteria conceming the lim- 
ited open forum groups. 

However, because the student con- 
duct code applies to the student groups 
Banda agreed toa limited open forum, 


McMillan made the motion to cre- 
atc a limited open forum with Banda 
seconding. The motion passed. 

At the mecting on Nov. 18 a final 
decision conceming the limited open 
forum/closed forum topic will be ren- 
dered.

The Northern Michigan Chapter of 
ABC has been working with high 
schools, community colleges and lo- 
cal youth organizations to attract 
young people to the building industry. 

ABC says young people responding 
to a recent survey on career choices 
indicated many thought of construc- 
tion work as dead-end work with litte 
room for advancement. 

Meanwhile, apart from the image 
problem, the average age of construc- 
tion workers continues to rise. Some 
estimates of the average age now run 
as high as 47 ycars old. 


Grayling High School has had a 
building trades program for about 20 
years, according wo instructor Larry 
Wilson, who is himsclf a contractor. 


Wilson said students who go through 
the complete program start out in their 
freshman year. By the ume they are 
juniors and seniors, they have suffi- 
cient training and background to go lo 
work on a full-sized house. 

About 15 students are currently 
working on an 1800 square foot home 
in Sherwood Forest, just west of Gray- 
ling. 

“This is the biggest student-built 
home yel, ” says Wilson. “It is also the 
first one with a full-sized basement,” 
he added.

The students complete ahome about 
every other year on property purchased 
by the school district, according to 
Wison. The sale of the homes is ar- 
ranged by various local realtors on a 
“rotation” basis. 

Money made from the sale of the 
homes goes back into the program, 
which also receives state support 
through the Intermediate School Dis- 
trict headquartered in Roscommon. 

"Before the students go out to work 
ona house,” says Wilson, “they've had 
lots of training here at school. This 
includes book work as well as work 
on actual projects, such as storage 
sheds.” 


"There's definctely a lack of skilled 
workers al preseni,” he said. "The 
students who successfully complete 
this program are practically guaran- 
teed a job.”

Eighth graders earn college credit through Kirtland

Eighth grade students from Gray- 
ling Middle School will soon be cam- 
ing college credit from Kirtland 
Community College (KCC). 

The 29 swidents are involved in the 
COOR ISD (Crawford Otsego Oge- 
maw and Roscommon Intermediate 
School District) academic program. 

Each Friday until May 23, students 
from Grayling, Houghton Lake, Ros- 
common, West Branch, Mio and 
Faurview will travel to KCC to take 
part in the program. 

"It's an advantage lo be with stu- 
dents (from other schools) because 
I've learned to be more open and have 
mets lot of nice people,” Jill St. Ger- 
main, a Theatre student, said. 

The academic program is approxi- 
mately 10 ycars old, but for the first 
time this year, six of the cight offered 
courses will carn students college 
credit. 

The credited classes are Theatre 
Workshop, introduction to Compul- 
ers, Computer Systems, Fundamen- 
tals of Drawing, Ceramics and Crea- 
tive Writing. The remaining courses 
offered are Critical Thinking and Prob- 
lem Solving, as well as Philosophy 
and Methods of Science. 

"The project we're starting is on 
neotropical birds and why their popu- 
lations are going down. We're doing it 
via the Internet with a class in the 
Dominican Republic,” Becky Hunt, a 
Philosophy and Methods of Science 
student, said. 


"I bike the fact that I can do what I 
really like to do (through this pro- 
gram,” said Fundamentals of Drawing 
student Joshua Myers. 


Students are selected based on an 
apulude achievement test, teacher 
recommendations and classroom per- 
formance. 

"A group of teachers and myself 
placed the students in the particular 
programs based on the criteria given 
to us by the COOR Intermediate School 
District,” GMS counselor Bill Klinger 
said. This criteria is given toall school 
districts involved in the academic 
program. 

The final decision for classes was 
made by the students, however. Ktin- 
ger told each student which program 
they had been recommended to par- 
Ucipate in. Each student decided if 
they wanted to take the course or not. 

"Every student we recommended 
took part in the program, including the 
alternates,” Klinger said. 

"I liked the creativity involved in 
this course,” Ceramics student Silvio 
Pellegrini said. 

According to Klinger, Grayling was 
alloted three students per classat KCC. 
However, Klinger requested that all 
classroom vacancies be given to GMS 
because he knew he could fill them 
with GMS students. 

In order to participate in the pro- 
gram the students must maintain their 
grades atGMS by making upall missed 
assignments. 

"It's a disadvantage when I miss a 
test or an important project,” said Gary 
Winchester, a Philosophy and Meth- 
ods of Science student. 

According to Creative Writing stu- 
dent Jessica Hofbauer, one disadvan- 
lage of leaving GMS on Fridays is, "J 
miss out on class discussions.” 

Theatre student Michelle Stepp said, 
"Sometimes I miss things in class that 
I would like to learn and do.” 


“I've found that the teachers have 
been very cooperative with the stu- 
dents. They work together to make 
sure all assignments are made up,” 
Klinger said. 

"I get my homework on Thursdays 
so it gives me more ime todo it,” said 
Tim Tubbs, a Fundamentals of Draw- 
ing student. 

According to Klinger, last years 
group of students had no problems 
meeting the responsibility of making 
up assignments. Klinger has predicted 
that there will be no problems this year 
either. 

"I miss a lotof work (on Fridays) but 
my teachers help me make up the 
assignments,” Levi Burkett, an Intro- 


duction to Computers student, said. ~" 


According to Klinger, the academic 
program is a growing experience for 
the students because they learn to be 
responsible for their missed classes. 

"The things I miss (on Fridays) I 
might fall behind in if I don't get extra 
help," Angela Fisher, a Ceramics stu- 
dent, said. 


"What! stress most to the students is 
their need to communicate with their 
teachers. Communication is very im- 
portant when it comes to making up 
assignments,” Klinger said. 

An orientation meeting was held on 
October 4 and the students attended 
their first class on October 11, 


The first four weeks of class deter- 
mine if a student will continue in the 


program. 


According to Klinger, parents and 
teachers decide if the students will 
continue in the program after the first 
four weeks. However, a student can

COMPOSTING 
DOs AND DON'Ts 

Composung yard wasus and kitchen 
scrapys is a good way to recycle valuable 
plant nutnents and reduce problems 
related to waste disposal. Extension 
specialists at MSU offer the following 
guidclines for successful backyard 
composting: 

DO layer matenals 2 to 6 inches 
thick, muaing well. 

DO add wpsoil to introduce the soil 
microorganisms that will break down 
into plant ussucs. 

DO add lime, small amounts of wood 
ash or crushed eggshells to neutralize 
acids that may form in compost --- 
unless you're making compost speci- 
feally to use on acid-loving plants 
such as rhododendrons. 


FOOTNOTES 


DO mix nitrogen fertilizer or fresh 
Manure into the pile wo feed the soil 
Microorganisms. 

DON'T use partially composted 
materials around plants. The m«ro- 
organisms working to break these 
matenals down will rob your plants of 
the nitrogen they need. Unfinished 
compost may also contain plant disease 
Ofganisms. 

DON'T compost weeds that have 
gone to seed. The composting process 
may not kill the seeds, and using the 
compost will sow them un your lawn 
of garden. 

DON'T compost diseased plant 
materials. A hot, active pile will 
generally destroy disease organisms, 
bul any thal survive will] reintroduce 
the diseases to the garden and 
conuibule w discase carryover from 
year lo year, 

DO chop or shred large leaves and 
other coarse matcnals. This increases 
the surface area and speeds the 
decomposiuion process.
